Proposed Design & Cross-Section

The NCDOT developed a design following data collection, field studies, and input from stakeholders and the
public. The proposed design includes widening W. Catawba Avenue to a four-lane, divided road with 11-foot
travel lanes, five-foot bicycle lanes, a 23-foot raised median, curb and gutter, sidewalk on one side, and 10-
foot multi-use path on the other side. This proposed design would improve traffic flow, enhance safety and
accommodate both pedestrians and bicyclists. This design has taken into account the high volume of boat
traffic that occurs along W. Catawba Avenue. An illustration of the proposed cross-section is shown below.

The Jetton Road/W. Catawba Avenue intersection will remain a signalized intersection under this project.
NCDOT will continue to study this intersection and will modify it as needed under a future project.
